Temporary' 


A p eculiar taste in Marin 
Municip al Water District w ater 
in Southern Marin in recent 
weeks is both harmless and 
temp orary , two district sp okes­ 
men said today . 


The “ musty , mildewy ” taste 
is caused by blue-green algae 
known as microcoleus which 
are growing on the sides of the 
district's Bon Temp o and Al­ 
p ine reserv oirs, according to 
Fred Piglowski, district asso­ 
ciate civ il engineer. 


He said the district is try ing 
to eliminate the algad by treat­ 
ing the reserv oirs with cop p er 
sulfate. The algae and unp leas­ 
ant flav or should be gone within 
a month, he added. 
But Piglowski warned that 
the decomp osing algae killed by 
cop p er sulfate could “ m ake the 
taste worse before it gets bet­ 
te r.” 
Piglow'ski and J. D ietrich 
Stroeh, district m anager of en­ 
g in eerin g , stressed th a t the 
p lants and the treatm ent will 
not make the water undrinka­ 
ble. 
Affected by the algae-fla- 
v ored 
w ater are all district 
customers liv ing south of Corte 
Madera Ridge in areas serv ed 
by the two reserv oirs.

The adv ertisement ap p eared 
in a recent issue of a San 
Francisco newsp ap er. A call 
was p laced to the num ber it 
gav e. 
A few' day s later on a Sunday 
afternoon, a Marin County man 
was sitting down in a confer­ 
ence room of the Ja ck Tar 
Hotel in San Francisco for an 
“ op p ortunity m eeting” run by 
Bob Cummings, Inc., a firm in 
the William Penn Patrick con­ 
glomerate. 
The ad had brought the man 
into the world of p y ramid sales. 
In a short time, the Marin 
man and about 25 other p ersons 
in the room were told that in 
order to gain the "v ery p ositiv e 
ex p erience” about which the ad 
boasted, they would hav e to 
inv est as little as $15 or as 
much as $4,500 to go to work for 
the v itamin and health food 
sup p lement comp any . 
The ad had said nothing 
about an inv estment. 
For their inv estment, listen­ 
ers were told by one of four 
sp eakers, they would receiv e 
p roducts and the right to re­ 
cruit other inv estors to work 
with them in a kind of business- 
within-a-business. 


The amount of p roduct re­ 
ceiv ed v aries in each of the 
Patrick comp anies with the lev ­ 
el of inv estment. For the $4.500 
sum, the Marin m an was told, 
he would receiv e an initial in­ 
v entory worth $6,000 at retail. 
The sp eaker, a man in his 
late 20s, who identified himself 
as Don Fikes, a general distrib­ 
utor for the comp any , quickly 
jotted on a blackboard the fi­ 
nancial workings of the four 
inv estment lev els —retailer, or­ 
ganizer, m aster distributor and 
general distributor. The Marin 
m an tried to cop y down the 
figures, but each step was as’ 
quickly erased as it was ex ­ 
p lained. 


Hint O'Brien M ay 
Quit McGovern

Nixon, Tanaka Vow: 
Work For Harmony 


HONOLULU (UPI) — Presi­ 
dent Nix on and Jap anese Pre­ 
m ier Kakuei T a n a k a today 
p ledged to work for harm ony m 
the Pacific by searching for 
solutions to the p roblems of 
trade imbalance and China p oli­ 
cy . 
Nix on, up on arriv ing Wednes­ 
day night for a two-day sum m it 
with Tanaka, .said he hop ed 
their talks would “ build a struc­ 
ture of p eace in the Pacific.” 
The Jap anese leader said he 
wanted the sessions to “ m ark 
the beginning of a newr era of 
constant dialogue between our 
two countries.” 
Tanaka landed at Ilickam Air 
Force Base in a Jap an Air 
Lines 707 and his recep tion was 
held in a hangar nex t to anoth­ 
er which had been bombed and 
strafed by Jap anese p lanes on 
Dec. 7, 1941. 
The ceremony was held in the 
flag-bedecked hangar because 
the ground was wet from rain. 
Nix on had arriv ed three hours 
earlier and deliv ered his re­ 
m arks while standing in a gen­ 
tle rain. 
Tanaka, making his first v en­ 
ture in summit dip lomacy since 
assuming office July 5, told the 
500 p ersons gathered in the 


hangar: “ Today we are liv ing 
in an increasing multip olarized 
world where Jap an has come to 
assum e greater resp onsibilities 
in the international community 
c o m m e n s ura te with h e r in ­ 
creased national strength.” 
S p eak in g in J a p a n e s e , he 
added he hop ed the m eeting 
w ith 
the 
P re s ide n t 
would 
strengthen “ the already sound 
foundation of friendship and 
m utual trust between Jap an 
and the United States and to 
p romote ev en more wide-rang­ 
ing coop erativ e relations in the 
coming y ears.” 


Nix on then went to the Kuila- 
m a Hotel where he wras stay ing 
with his p arty while T anaka 
trav eled to the Surfrider Hotel. 
They w ill op en their talks at 7 
p .m. EDT. 
Before the meeting Nix on will 
m e e t with U.S. A m b a s s a do r 
Ellsworth Bunker for what the 
White House described as a 
routine rev iew of the situation 
in Vietnam. 
Up on his arriv al, with an 
um brella held ov er his head, 
the President told some 4,000 
p ersons at the airfield that his 
v isit here was a “ working” one 
in w hich “ m a n y p ro b le m s —- 
p articularly p roblems of trade,

Kessler said he bought the 
photos for $18 from a woman in 
San Francisco and sold them to 
the government for $12,000.

“ The U.S. Embassy has been 
totally useless and negative," 
Lynn said. 
“ I personally phoned them a 


number of times. They said it 
wasn't their problem. They 
weren’t even civil 


The problem began Sunday 
when passengers for charter 


flight DA209 from I>ondon to 
New York arrived at Gatwick 


at the end of extended Europe­ 
an tours Most had just a few 
dollars left. 


Airport authorities told the 
would-be passengers their flight 


did not exist Daedalus Travel 
Agency of New York, organiz­ 


ers of the non-existent flight, 
issued a statement saying an­ 
other flight would be arranged.

The 29-year-old Somchai was 
a pilot for the police force. 
Police said he had timed the 
bomb so it would explode over 
the South China Sea, thus mak­ 
ing it impossible to secure evi­ 
dence of the cause of the crash 
Instead, it occurred premature­ 
ly over South Vietnam 
Reports that he was under 
suspicion for the bombing had 
caused controversy here and 
prompted 
statements 
from 
ranking government officials 
that it was unthinkable that a 
Thai could commit such a hei­ 
nous crime. 
Vichien said that the arrest 
had been ordered by the ruling 
National 
Executive Council 
(NEC), which comprises the 
government, after receiving the 


report of a special committee 
which had studied evidence 
submitted by the International 
Civil Aviation Organization 
(ICAO).

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Wa ter Boa rd Will Study Intertie

Over the objections of one 
director, the Marin Municipal 
W ater District board yesterday 
accepted for study a consul­ 
tants' report on the proposed $4 
million intertie to connect the 
district to the North Marin 
County Water District. 
Director Ronald T. Stafford 
dissented, saying he opposed 
the pipeline estimated to bring 
4,000-acre feet of water annual­ 
ly into the district from North 
Marin and the Sonoma County 
Water District. 
The Marin Municipal board 
believes the project is neces­ 


sary in order to bring the. dis­ 
trict s annual net safe yield of 
water up to current levels of 
consumption. At present, the 
district's watershed produces a 
safe yield of approximately 30,- 
000 acre 
feet year, 
while 
present consumption is about 
33,000 acre feet. 


“ We re deluding ourselves if 
we think this is only to get 
supplemental water." Stafford 
told the board

expensive pipeline which could 
be used to bring in water from 
the Russian River eventually.

Increase Approved 
For W ater Supplies 


Directors of the Marin Munic­ 
ipal Water District yesterday 
tentatively approved a plan to 
increase flagging water sup­ 
plies in the Christmas Tree Hill 
area of Corte Madera. 
The board acted after several 
hill residents appeared at a 
previous meeting to complain 
there'was not a sufficient water 
flow available to fight fires on 
the hill. 
A 90-foot stretch of two-inch* 
line along Summit Avenue will 
•be replaced with a six-inch line 
to make more water flow possi­ 
ble for firefighting. Most of the

'Confus ion' Bla med In

WASHINGTON (UPD — Gov­ 
ernment investigators blame 
“ confusion" over flight instruc­ 
tions for a takeoff by a jetliner 
from San Francisco Interna­ 
tional Airport which ripped out 
runway lights, and rammed a 
steel beam into the passenger 
cabin. 


Two passengers were injured 
when the beam ripped into the 
cabin and 27 others were in­ 
jured while evacuating out of 
the plane. The incident oc­ 
curred Aug. 31, 1971. and in­ 
volved a Pan American 747 jet 
carrying 218 persons. 
An error in calculating the 
takeoff speed needed to lift the 
giant jetliner off the runway 
was made due to “ confusion" in 
the flight information, transmit­ 
ted to the crew by the flight 
dispatcher and the airport con­ 
trol tower, the board said 
Wednesday. 


The plane continued its take­ 
off when it struck the landing 
lights and remained airborne 
for one hour and 45 minutes 
assessing the damage to the 
landing gear and dumping fuel 
before it returned to the air­ 
port. 


The pilot landed safely, but 
the damage to the landing gear 
prevented normal evacuation of 
the passengers because of the 
tilt of the plane.

Trouble With Tax 
'Relief' — It Isn't 


The trouble with most ‘’tax 
relief" measures is that they 
aren't 
Take, for instance. Assembly 
Bill 1000. 
This was supposed to be the 
legislative solution to the prob­ 
lem of shifting school support 
from the property taxpayer to 
the state (which, of course, is 
made up of property taxpayers 
and people who pay property 
taxes indirectly.» 
It almost made it. But the 
Legislature recessed without 
passing the bill. 


Till; ( O M P L K X ITIF S of this 
tax measure during its passage 
from committee to committee 
and house to house, gathering 
amendments 
along the way. 
would require a (very uninter­ 
esting» book to relate. But as 
United Press International suc­ 
cinctly described it in the form 
in which it was left hanging 
when the lawmakers adjourned 
to campaign: 
“ The compromise would pro­ 
vide an estimated $575 million 
in homeowner, renter and busi­ 
ness inventory tax relief . . . To 
finance it. the statewide sales 
tax would be increased from a 
nickel to six cents on tin1 dollar, 
bank and corporation taxes 
hiked, motor vehicle fees boost­ 
ed, and personal income taxes 
raised." 
So there you have it. The 
slate would take over some of 
the costs now born by counties 
and school districts. It would 
do so with a proviso for some, 
reduction in property taxes. 
But it would turn right around 
and get the money from other 
faxes — largely from the same 
people. 


T1IK 
BILL contained little 
goodies to attract various inter­ 
ests. The schools were to get 
more money. Increasing taxes 
on banks and corporations was

meant to appeal to the “ little 
guy" — who was not expected 
to realize that the result would 
likely be higher interest rates 
on loans or lower interest on 
savings <or both) and smaller 
d ivid en d s 
on

stocks. 
If $100 is spent, for instance, 
on a public school, it must be 
extracted from the taxpayer. 
And if. makes little difference 
to that poor sucker (who is any 
of us) whether it is extracted as 
sales tax, income tax, property 
tax, or whatever. It's gone, .just 
the same. He doesn't have it 
any more. 


SIMILAR IN APPEAL — and 
similar in not really providing 
tax relief — is the Watson 
Initiative, which will be on the 
Nov. 7 ballot. 
This one, however, is not 
worked out quite so well as the 
one the legislators concocted. It 
doesn't contain as many attrac­ 
tive “ goodies." 
Fo r instance, it definitely 
does not have more money for- 
schools. In fact, according to 
an analysis prepared for the 
Assembly Committee on Reve­ 
nue and Taxation, it winds up 
with some $425 million U ' s s tor 
them. 
It falls short of meeting costs 
m various other areas, too, so 
that statewide it would create 
deficits oi 
about $1.5 billion 
based on last year's spending 
rates. 


AM) THERE is the nub of 
the whole thing: spending. 
There is only one way to reduce 
taxes. That is for governments 
to curtail their spending so that 
if is less per capita instead of 
constantly more.

IN A FU RTH ER effort to throw cold 
water on a move to .Sacramento, Dumke 
blew up cost relocation estimates for hisr 
staff, which then numbered only 130 
persons, to more than $500,000. Post 
rejected the major part of this, attributed 
to “ productive loss” resulting from dis­ 
placement, as subjective. He allowed 
that moving might cost about $150.000 but 
‘«aid this would he more than compensât 
ed by savings in travel by Dumke and his 
staff between the south and Sacramento 
He also said the overall facility costs 
would be 
much less in Sacramento, 
pointing out there would lx' no need for 
certain meeting halls and auditoriums 
since they already exist in other build­ 
ings. 
Dumke then resorted to a favorite 
dodge of educators. “ The special charac­ 
ter and uniqueness of higher education,” 
he said, does not require the dose 
supervision given other state agencies. 
But, as Post pointed out, since nearly 
all of the college funds are provided by 
the governor and the legislature and 
subject to controls by them, there is 
indeed good reason to maintain close 
administrative control. 
Presumably if closer watch had "been 
kept on the trustees, the staff would not 
have mushroomed from 130 to 3(h) m 
three short years and they may not have 
voted Dumke a salary exceeding that of 
the governor

Democratic Coalition Failed; 
Can Republican One Do Better? 


Ix*f us look at it in perspective. 
In 1960, the Democrats won the presi­ 
dency by the thinnest of hair lines. Their 
President made a promising start, with 
verve, imagination, a strong cabinet and 
staff. The Democratic Party had broad­ 
ened into a powerful coalition reminis­ 
cent of the days of FDR, with the spread 
from Lyndon Johnson to John Kennedy 
typifying that base. 
Then 
tragedy struck. Cameiot was 
closed, the youthful reform movement 
that had been excited by President Ken­ 
nedy (though behind the scenes he was a 
hard-driving, pragmatic politician» was 
badly let down 
President Johnson showed even more 
-kill in getting a program through Con­ 
gress.‘and the Democratic Party's coali­ 
tion was strong again. In 1964 the Repub­ 
licans abandoned the idea of coalition, 
chose a right-wing candidate, and paid 
the price. 
But then Vietnam escalated, President 
Johnson doing what he had accused 
Senator Goldwater of intending. The war 
turned into a national nightmare. Cixil 
protest and violence rbse to a pitch never 
before seen in America or any other 
great representative democracy. L B J 
could not run for reelection. Vice Presi­ 
dent Humphrey campaigned under the 
continuing shadow of Vietnam and the 
riots of Chicago And even then he barely 
lost, for underneath the coalition was still 
effective. 


RICHARD NIXON came to office on a 
strong promise to end the war, almost as 
Lyndon Johnson had in 1964. Instead it 
flamed into Cambodia, and civil disorder 
¡spread unbelievably. 
Then the war wound down, the draft 
was changed, (he protest movements 
receded, and (he President electrifiedthe 
country and the world by going to China 
and later to the Soviet Union. 
Paradoxically, perhaps, this drastic 
break xvith the Nixon and the Republican 
past turned into a great political triumph. 
The new boldness, with some elements 
manifest in domestic policy too. began to 
broaden President Nixon’s national ap­ 
peal. despite th<* continuing Vietnam 
war. and later, the greatly intensified 
t S l)ombmg. 


W INDOW ON THE WORLD 


The McGovern movement was evident­ 
ly a minority foray, skillful and success­ 
ful up to the moment of choice of a ^fee- 
presidential candidate. Then it begat* to 
fall apart, though it still represents 
important demand for change in Ameri­ 
can society.* demands which have not 
been too persuasively spelled out. With 
the skills like the Kennedys. or FDR's, 
these demands might have been welded 
to the orthodox elements in the Demo­ 
cratic Party to produce a new majority 
coalition 
Now the Republicans, burdened though 
thex were by a pre-ordained convention, 
did surprisingly well to create a mood of 
confidence, achievement, skill and stabil­ 
ity. with the utterly realistic slogan of 
“ new majority.” 


IF THE REPUBLICANS are merely a 
counter-revolutionary movement, merely 
trying to stop or set back the hands of the 
clock, they will ultimately fail. But they 
will succeed if they really understand 
and support President Nixon's words in 
the acceptance speech: “ The choice in 
this election is not between radical 
change and no change: the choice in this 
election is between change that works 
and change that won't work ” And he did 
not ban radical changes 


If such a program's really believed, if 
it i" articulated and spelled out in precise 
and credible terms, the Republicans have 
the makings of a coalition movement that 
could last and could mean great things 
for the nation. They are burdened by 
heavy internal forces of reaction* but 
there are also elements of new Republi­ 
canism. The times, after all. do move. 
The unfinished business of the United 
States, and of the American place in the 
world, is very great. The political future 
of the nation will be dominated by those 
who see these needs, and who assemble 
programs to tackle them. Personal lead­ 
ership is important and emotional, but 
behind person is policy. The future will 
belong to the party which compliments 
the American people by cutting thiluigh 
the hokum 
of conventions and cam­ 
paigns alike — with programs that make 
sense

Uganda Ouster Of Asians 
Put Britain On The Spot

to racist charges against the government.

“ economic saboteurs” and echoed other 
charges which have l>een brought against 
them in the other east African countries 
of Kenya. Tanzania. Zambia and Malawi. 
\n estimated 499.000 Asians live in the 
five countries.

So they stayed, setting up small busi­ 
nesses. working harder than the Africans

Reagan, Appointee 
In Land Tax Dispute 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —State 
Agriculture Director C. Brunei 
Christensen has disagreed with 
his boss, Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
and endorsed the Watson Initia­ 
tive to limit property taxes as 
•■beneficial" to farmers. 
An aide to Reagan promptly 
attempted to mute the differ­ 
ences between the Republican 
chief executive and his recent 
appointee. 
Reagan has repeatedly con­ 
demned the proposal, warning 
it would ‘‘exact a great penalty 
on the people” and create "a 
certain amount of chaos fiscal­ 
ly.” 
Christensen is the only to- 
pranking Reagan Administra­ 
tion official to favor the mea­ 
sure, Prop. 14 on the Nov. 7 
ballot. 


The agriculture director, ap­ 
pointed last spring, said in an 
interview Wednesday, "There 
is a great burden on agriculture 
because of the property tax 
situation. 
" I represent the agricultural 
people and this (the Watson 
Initiative» would 
1m * of great 
benefit to them." Christensen 
said, stressing Ins was not an 
administration position. 
Asked to comment on Chris- 
tensen’s position, Ed Gray, 
press secretary to Reagan, de­ 
clined to make a statement 
immediately, saying he wanted 
to talk to Christensen. 
After speaking with the offi­ 
cial. Gray said, "he tends to 
Jean m that direction because of 
his long association with agri- 


Gray emphasized that Chris­ 
tensen's statement was "per­ 
sonal” and did not reflect the 
position of the administration. 


"He also told me.” Gray said, 
"that he can understand very 
well why the governor has such 
deep concerns ... in that the 
governor has to look at the 
impact on the entire state and 
not just the relatively limited 
agricultural sector.”

Christensen, who owns 164,000 
acres in Modoc County, first 
said he supported Prop. 14 in a 
speech in Fresno. He elaborat­ 
ed on the reasons during the 


inter view. 
"Landowners are carry ing a 
greater burden and this should 
be shifted to a more equitable 
tax like the sales tax,” he said 
in the speech. " I think this is 
the best alternative we have." 
He suggested later that in­ 
come taxes could also be raised 
to fill the income gap which 
would be created by passage of 
the Watson measure.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
publican National Chairman 
Robert Dole said today he 
would make additional charges 
of campaign fund violations by 
Sen. George S. McGovern’s 
backers. 
He 
filed 
seven 
Wednesday which government 
auditors are investigating. 


He said he would be citing 
ttiis week two or three more 
allegations. At the same time, 
Dple said that in this first year 
of operation of the new disclo- 
ftyg law, both Democrats and 
Republicans would commit 
“ finmTentional violations." 


IThe General Accounting Of­ 
fice (GAO), which last weekend 
reported possible violations by 
fund-raisers for President Nix­ 
on, moved quickly to investi* 
Dole’s initial charges. 


^T^ie'Democrats have contend­ 
ed that some funds for the 
fJixoTi re-election effort, though 
peesibly collected before the 
taw requiring disclosure of 
eontnbutions went into effect 
April 7, should be looked into 
because they were not reported 
until after the deadline.

In Los Angeles, the Los Ange­ 
rs Times reported today that a 
major figure in the Democratic 
headquarters bugging case pro­ 
posed during the 1971 Pentagon 
Tapbrs incident that the Justice 
Department bug the offices of 
The New York Times. 


. The newspaper said G. Gor­ 
don Liddy made the suggestion 
while he was serving as the 
fthite House coordinator for an 
interagency group set up by the 
Administration to investigate 
teaks of government informa­ 
tion. 


»Liddy told Justice Depart­ 


ment attorneys that the propos­ 
al to bug the New York Times 
was “ a great idea” to discover 
who gave the secret documents 
to the newspaper, the Los Ange­ 
les Times said. 


But when the attorneys deter­ 
mined that Liddy was serious, 
the 
newspaper 
said, 
they 
stopped dealing with him. They 
also did not mention the sugges­ 
tion to Robert C. Mardian who 
was then head of the depart­ 
ment’s internal security divi­ 
sion and is now an official of 
the Committee to Re-Elect 
President Nixon. 


When the bugging of the 
Democratic headquarters took 
place, one of the Justice De­ 
partment attorneys learned 
that Liddy was working at the 
Nixon committee and told Mar­ 
dian of the Pentagon Papers 
incident. 


Liddy was fired by the Nixon 
committee after he refused to 
answer FBI questions. 


Liddy was named in a report 
by the General Accounting Of­ 
fice last Saturday as one of the 
figures in financial transactions 
which checks totalling $114.- 
m GOP campaign funds 
wound up in the bank account 
of Bernard L. Barker. 
Barker, a Miami real estate 
broker, was arrested in the 
June 17 break-in at the Demo­ 
cratic committee headquarters. 
Dole said today the GOP was 
not trying to hide anything and 
said it would be simple to 
amend the law to make it 
effective earlier. He said he 
was thinking about introducing 
such an amendment himself 
and noted McGovern had the 
same opportunity when the Sen­ 
ate reconvenes next week. 


Dole was interviewed on the 
NBC-TV Today show. 


The senator described the 
break-in of Democratic head­ 
quarters on June 
17 
as “ a 
bizarre incident.” 


*Tt never should have hap­ 
pened, and I still can't believe 
it happened, but it did,” he 
said. 


As President Nixon and At­ 
torney General Richard G. 
Kleindienst did earlier, Dole 
said he could see no reason to

special prosecutor 
named to investigate the case. 


Democratic spokesmen have 
questioned having the Nixon 
administration itself, through 
the Justice Department, con­ 
duct the investigation. Dole 
said he was confident the de­ 
partment would fully prosecute 
those responsible for the inci­ 
dent.

man, in an interview with Ethe- 
lyn Rhett, was told that Bob 
Cummings Inc. was new and 
growing and that this was the 
time to get in ‘‘not at the 
ground floor, but at the base­ 
ment.” And she said the way to 
make money was to build your 
own organization, recruit oth­ 
ers. 
Then the Marin man asked 
some questions. 
Could he have a company 
financial statement? 
Sorry, the firm’s too young. 
Could he have a statement of 
average earnings of distribu­ 
tors? 
Identical answer. 
According to the Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau, Bob Cummings 
Inc. reported it was incorporat­ 
ed in August 1971 and estab­ 
lished operations in San Rafael 
in February. 
The advertisement which sent 
the Marin resident to San Fran­ 
cisco is typical of many run by 
firms and their distributors in 
the Patrick empire. They’re 
called “ bait and switch” ads by 
BBB and law enforcement offi­ 
cials, since nothing is said of 
the required investment until 
the opportunity meeting. 
A similar ad caught the eye 
of Gary Herren, a 30-year-old 
store checker from Danville, 
late in 1970. He phoned and 
soon was meeting with Robert 
Banks, then president of Alex­ 
ander Taylor Inc., clothing arm 
of the Patrick conglomerate. 
Banks, later fired but who at 
last word was working as a 
Holiday Magic distributor, per­ 
suaded Herren to invest $2,600 
in a master distributorship in 
Alexander Taylor (called con­ 
sultant in that firm». 
Herren said he withdrew the 
family savings account of $1.000 
and borrowed $1,600 from Bank 
of America — a loan arranged 
by Banks — to pay the fee. 
“ He said training would be 
provided and that he would 
recruit a person for me in Los 
Angeles to help me out,” Her­ 
ren told the Independent-Jour- 
nal. Meantime, Herren said 
Banks told him, he was to bring 
to Banks’s office any prospec­ 
tive investors. 
“ He said to recruit anybody, 
just get them in here,” Herren 
recalled. “ He said to forget 
about the sales part and build 
up an organization first. He 
said that was more important.” 
But Herren, lacking sales ex­ 
perience, was hoping to be 
trained Weeks passed. He said 
he repeatedly asked company 
representatives about training 
but “ got the run-around.” 
Soon he received a letter say­ 
ing instruction was available 
for $200. Herren went to an 
attorney, who notified the state 
attorney general's office. 
Herren, who had held onto his 
other job, said his hope in 
investing was to ‘‘recruit some 
friends who were down on their 
luck.” 


While he attempts through his 
attorney to get his money back, 
Herren is still paying off the 
$1,600 loan at $79 a month. 


Told of Herren’s story, Pat­ 
rick indicated surprise since he 
said training was readily of­ 
fered to any new’ investor who 
seeks it. Moreover, his compa­ 
nies have fired “ a long list of” 
people who have misrepresent­ 
ed the program. Patrick said. 


Like all businesses, he added, 
“ we’re not as clean as the 
d r i v e n 
s h e e t s 
of 
snow.” 
Herren s account is attached 
to a suit the attorney general’s 
office has filed against Alexan­ 
der Taylor Inc., as is the story 
of Jack Wegener, a 48-year-old 
real estate salesman from San­ 
ta Rnca 


Wegener, recruited through 
an opportunity meeting held at 
the El Rancho Tropicana in the 
spring of 1971, told the I-J he 
was enthusiastic about the busi­ 
ness at first. And he made 
about $3.500 for the first several 
months by recruiting others, 
including his son-in-law, into 
.Alexander Taylor. “ Boy, this 
looked like Utopia,” he said. 
Wegener said he needed 
clothing to recruit others, be­ 
cause the company was slow in 
delivering it or couldn't deliver 
it at all 
He did sell some merchandise 
from a catalogue, but it didn’t 
fit the customers when deliv­ 
ered, he said. Wegener also 
claimed the clothes were of 
poor quality and substantially 
overpriced 
His repeated pleas for deliv­ 
ery finally paid off when 1,000 
ties arrived They’re still in his 
basement. He said he’s trying 
to sell them at flea markets. 
In San Diego, Larry Super- 
neau gave up his job, joined 
Sta-Power with $3,000 in bor­ 
rowed money and, try as he 
might, he said, he couldn't 
make a go of distributing the 
firm’s engine additives for var­ 
ious reasons, none his fault. 
He invested more money, 
then more, he told the attorney 
general’s office in a sworn dec­ 
laration. “ When I finally told 
them I couldn’t raise any more, 
the answer was. ‘How about 
selling your house?’ I believe 
there are several people who 
have done just this.” 
To Russell Wiley of El Cajon, 
another investor who claims to 
have been misled, the recrui­ 
ters 
“ seemed 
downright 
church-like and honest.” 
Also in a sworn statement, he 
told the attorney general’s of­ 
fice that Sta-Power representa­ 
tives encouraged him “ to buy 
expensive clothing and carry 
$100 bills in money clips” to 
give the appearance of prosper­ 
ity- 
One who did make it — and 
big — is Alfred W. Pangerl, 
formerly a successful car sales­ 
man in New York. A Holiday 
Magic brochure describes him 
as a “ cracker-jack sales pro 


who has walked away with just 
about every prize ever offered 
by Holiday Magic." 


The story is told of the time 
Pangerl was forced to refuse a 
car prize because his driveway 
already was “ filled with Cadil­ 
lacs and Lincolns.” 


Pangerl, 39, is now senior 
vice president of the cosmetics 
company. He has made most of 
his money by recruiting, and 
had up to 30 people selling for 
him in the first month after he 
joined the company. 
Holiday Magic has been good 
to Pangerl, he told the I-J. 
Although he has risen through 
the ranks in large part by his 
ability to draw others into the 
company, Pangerl believes the 
“ only lasting quality is to sell 
the merchandise.” 
“ This is not a get-rich-quick 
scheme,” he said. “ People will­ 
ing to work hard for it will get 
success."

NEW VORK — The Parent- 
Teacher Asso ciatio n isn't what 
it u sed to be. And so me p eo p le, 
insid e and o u tsid e the o rganiza­ 
tio n. are hap p y abo u t it. 
Lo cal p arents-and -teachers 
asso ciatio ns acro ss the U.S. 
hav e been kno wn trad itio nally 
as hake-sale and mo ral-su p p o rt 
gro u p s fo r their ho meto wn 
scho o ls. Activ ism hasn’t been 
p art o f their image — u ntil 
recently . 
The o rganizatio n has begu n to 
flex its mu scles. Perhap s the 
mo st significant stand taken at 
the P-TA annu al co nv entio n 
here in May was a by law 
change that ex p u nged a d irec­ 
tiv e no t. fo interfere in scho o ls. 
Delegates also v o ted their ap ­ 
p ro v al o f bu sing to achiev e 
q u ality ed u catio n 
“ Ou r new p hilo so p hy seems 
to be. ‘If it affects the life o f the 
child , it's P-TA bu siness,’ ” 
said Elizabeth Mallo ry , natio n­ 
al p resid ent o f the o rganizatio n. 
“ I think P-TA members are 
beginning to see that what they 
need to be is a fo rce wo rking 
fo r the chilren rather than a 
fu nd -raising au x iliary .” 
Bu t Mrs. Mallo ry d o es no t 
co nsid er this a rad ical change. 
The P-TA has alway s been in­ 
v o lv ed in actio n, she co ntend ed 
in her q u iet, firm fashio n. The 
d ifference is that change is no w 
go ing mo re in that d irectio n. 


SHE VIEWS this as “ re ­ 
sp o nse to a cu rrent need . 
Things mo v e mo re q u ickly , so 
we need to act mo re. We are 
p ro bably less afraid to take 
stand s o n p u blic issu es.” 
Failu re to shap e a mo re ag­ 
gressiv e ro le fo r itself has co st 
the P-TA so me members. Its 
ranks natio nwid e are thinner by 
a rep o rted three millio n since 
19 6 3. Yet the p resent 8 .5 millio n 
members in 40,000 lo cal u nits 
acro ss the co u ntry rep resent 
co nsid erable strength if mo bi­ 
lized behind key issu es. 
Su ch mo bilizatio n isn't likely 
fo o ccu r so o n. Members, no rth 
and so u th, are no t u nited o n 
sp ecific go als. Change is likely 
fo co me mo re grad u ally , with 
increased inv o lv ement the co m­ 
mo n d eno minato r. 
Referring to the bu sing q u es­ 
tio n. Mrs. Mallo ry said . “ We 
are mo re co ncerned abo u t what 
hap p ens at the end o f the bu s 
rid e. There is no thing magical 
abo u t a bu s rid e. We are co n­ 
cerned abo u t the q u ality o f the 
ed u catio n.”

WASHINGTON (U PP — A 
gruup of prison administrators 
urged state and federal prisons 
y esterday to adopt uniform pro­ 
cedures affecting prisoner v isit­ 
ing and mail priv ileges and to 
giv e prisoners access to the 
news media. 
The recommendations, by the 
Association of State Correction­ 
al 
A d m in istr ato r s, 
w ill 
be 
presented to a Nov ember m eet­ 
ing of the nation's top correc­ 
tional administrators from 48 
states, the District of Columbia, 
N ew York City , Chicago and 
P h ilad elp h ia. 
W y om ing and 
Mississippi do not belong to the 
organization. 
William D. Leeke. director of 
the South Carolina Corrections 
D e p ar tm e n t and 
im m e d iate 
past president of the associa­ 
tion. said recommendations in­ 
clude: 
-Representativ es of the news 
media should be permitted ac­ 
cess to institutions to the m ax i­ 
mum ex tent possible, inmates 
should 
be p erm itted c o r r e ­ 
spondence with the news m e­ 
dia, inmates should be allowed 
to submit manuscripts to pub­ 
lishers. inmates should be per­ 
mitted to appear on telev ision, 
uith written permission from 
the inmate himself. 
-It should be the responsibili­ 
ty of the prison administrator 
to see that racial discrimination 
does not occur. 
Bennett Cooper, black com ­ 
missioner of the Ohio Div ision 
of Corrections and v ice presi­ 
dent of the group, said "v isita­ 
tion and other procedures such 
as mail will not cause imple- 


mentation difficulties but racial 
and roommate assignments will 
be a problem" in crowded pris­ 
ons. 


-Inmates should be permitted

letters

persons 
and org an ization s. In so m e 
states, prisoners are limited to 
one letter a week or less to the 
outside. 
-When a prison rule is v iolat­ 
ed. correctiv e action should be 
prompt and fair. 
Peter B. Bensinger. Illinois 
co rrectio n s chief and n ew ly 
elected president of the adm in­ 
istrators, said the recom m enda­ 
tions were designed to correct a 
lack of coordination am o n g 
state prison sy stems. 
"We also are try ing to cor­ 
rect a situation where the walls 
that keep prisoners in also hav e 
kept the public, and most espe­ 
cially the press, out,” he said.

Communists Kill 
1Ì With Rockets 


FIRE CALLS

SAIGON (UP11—The Commu­ 
nists carrietl out a series of 
Terrorist attacks in South Viet­ 
nam and Cambodia today, un­ 
leashing a barrage of 1(H) pound 
rockets on the Bien Hoa airbase 
outside Saigon in an attack that 
killed 11 South Vietnamese and 
wounded 17 persons, including 
21 U.S. servicemen. 
Ironically the Bien Hoa at­ 
tack with its heavy American 
casualties and damage to air­ 
craft came as the U.S. Com­ 
mand reported total American 
casualties for the past week 
was five 
killed 
and 
three 
wounded—the lowest weekly 
casualty toll since the U.S. 
Com m and 
began 
keeping 
records in 1965 The previous 
low was five killed and four 
wounded the week ending last 
Nov. 20. 
There were scattered terror­ 
ist 
attacks 
throughout 
South 
Vietnam and in Cambodia and 
rockets came close to another 
American installation when six 


ol the Soviet-made 122mm rock­ 
ets, each weighing 100 pounds, 
landed in the Da Nang airbase 
area. No casualties were re­ 
ported there. Heavy fighting 
continued in the tjuang Tri area 
m extreme northeastern South 
Vietnam and around Quo Son 
below Da Nang. 
The bloodiest Communist at­ 
tacks came in Cambodia. A 
High Command spokesman in 
Phnom Penh said Communist 
commandos in three quick sap­ 
per raids just 
north of the 
Cambodian capital killed 28 
persons and wounded 3a. The 
assaults hit a petroleum stor­ 
age depot and two bridges in 
what the spokesman said was 
an effort to cut oil rice supplies 
for Phnom Penh. 


The U.S. Command reported 
devastating air attacks against 
at least three areas of North 
Vietnam on Wednesday. A l­ 
lhough bad weather limited the 
250 air strikes mostly to the 
lower panhandle region of 
N<u*th Vietnam, the Command 
said one raid destroyed the 
Dong Ngan ammunition depot 
150 miles south of Hanoi, anoth­ 
er destroyed four supply build 
ings and set fire to a petroleum 
depot at Cam Pha, to miles 
trom the China border, and a 
third leveled the N’ghi.i N'uong 
coastal a rtille ry station 70 
miles north of the Demilitarized 
Zone <DMZj. 
In addition to the attack bv 51 


rockets against Bien Hoa, the 
Communists hit a small airport 
in the Da Nang area with six 
rockets, 
inflicting no casual­ 
ties; lobbed a grenade Wednes­ 
day into a coffeeshop in Quang 
Ngai City, 318 miles northeast 
of Saigon, killing one soldier 
and one civilian. 


They also blew up a culvert 
on the coast 2-10 miles north of 
Saigon, 
blocking traffic, and 
hurled four grenades at a ham­ 
let near Chau Doc, 125 miles 
west of Saigon, killing two civil­ 
ians and wounding 13. Four 
rockets hit the Lai Khe base 30 
miles north of Saigon, but in­ 
flicted no casualties. 


A Phnom Dispatch reported a 
50-mortar barrage fired into a 
small 
market town only six 
miles north of the Cambodian 
capital.

A Fable Becomes Reality

SASHIYU, Ch in a flJPI) - In 
Ch in a th ere is an an cien t an d 
famo u s fab le ab o u t “ a fo o lish 
o ld m an ” wh o se u n dy in g faith 
mo v ed mo u n tain s. Th at fab le 
b ecame a reality fo r th e p eas­ 
an ts o f Sh ash iy u v illage— th ey 
p ro v ed th at mo u n tain s can b e 
mo v ed. 


S h ash iy u v illage in n o rth 
Ch in a is mo re th an 100 y ears 
o ld. It lies n estled amo n g th e 
ro cky Yen sh an mo u n tain ran ge 
in Ho p ei p ro v in ce, ab o u t 137 
miles n o rth east o f Pekin g. Sh a­ 
sh iy u ’s first settlers were p eas­ 
an ts try in g to escap e th e o p ­ 
p ressio n o f o ld Ch in a’s lan dlo rd 
class, acco rdin g to v illage eld­ 
ers. 


Th ey felt th e b arren mo u n ­ 
tain o u s area wo u ld b e as safe a 
p lace as an y . “ Th ere was n o 
water h ere th en ,” said an o ld 
p easan t b o rn 
in th e v illage. 
“ Peo p le h ad to walk n early 
fo u r miles to fetch water. Th ere 
was n o earth fo r p lan tin g, o n ly 
red clay an d so lid ro ck h ere.” 


Th e Sh ash iy u p easan ts h ad a 
so n g th at wen t, “ Earth is as 
p recio u s as p earls an d water as 
p recio u s as o il,” h e recalled. 
Bu t it wasn 't lo n g b efo re a 
lan dlo rd disco v ered th e p eas­ 
an ts an d fo rced th em to b eco me 
h is 
ten an ts. 
Wo rk 
was so 
scarce, th e v illage elder remin ­ 
isced. th at o f th e 7 8 v illage 
families, “ 67 families h ad to 


fin d wo rk elsewh ere. Th irteen 
o f th o sefamilies were fo rced to 
b eg th e en tire y ear to stay 
aliv e. Twen ty -o n e families h ad 
to b eg six mo n th s o f th e 
y ear to 
make en ds m eet.” 
Ch in ese Co mmu n ist fo rces o c­ 
cu p ied Sh ash iy u in 194 7 , an d a 
lan d refo rm p ro gram was im ­ 
mediately in stitu ted. Th e first 
task was to b rin g water to th e 
dep ressed 
v illage. 
Th e 
p eas­ 
an ts, n o w mem b ers o f th e Sh a­ 
sh iy u p ro du ctio n b rigade, su c­ 
ceeded in carv in g o u t a 95- 
fo o twell o n ly to fin d mo re ro ck. 
Th e p ro ject was fin ally ab an ­ 
do n ed as to o co stly . “ Armed 
with Ch airman Mao Tse-tu n g’s 
teach in gs th at we mu st b eco me 
self-relian t, an d th e sp irit o f th e 
fo o lish o ld man . we decided 
th at if we co u ldn 't get water 
fro m th e gro u n d, we co u ld get 
it fro m th e sky ,” th e v illager 
said. 
A n ew p o n d was du g cap ab le 
o f h o ldin g a six mo n th su p p ly o f 
rain water. To geth er with th e 
water b ein g imp o rted fro m th e 
o u tside, th e v illagers b egan 
raisin g so me cro p s. 
Bu t th e 
ardu o u s task o f tran sfo rmin g 
ro ck an d clay in to fertile fields 
still lay ah ead. 
“ Th e y o u n g p eo p le sh o wed u s 
th e way . Du rin g th e day , in 
additio n to th eir o th er tasks, 
th ey remo v ed th e ro cks. We 
u sed th em to terrace th e mo u n ­ 
tain s. Fo r n in ety straigh t n igh ts 
th e y o u n g p eo p le h elp ed re ­ 


claim 
th e lan d 
b y 
carry in g 
earth to fill in th e terraces we 
b u ilt,” th e elder said p ro u dly . 
Men . wo men an d ev en ch il­ 
dren carried earth an d w ater to 
Sh ash iy u . “ On e h u n dred v illag­ 
ers wo rked fo r ten day s to 
reclaim a six th o f an acre o f 
lan d. Th e n ex t mo n th we re­ 
claimed n early fo u r acres,” h e 
said. 
.After th ree y ears o f b ack­ 
b reakin g wo rk th e go al o f th e 
Sh ash iy u p ro du ctio n b rigade— 
“ to tu rn mo u n tain s in to fields 
an d p ro du ce gram fro m ro cks” 
—was fin ally acco mp lish ed. 
In 1956 Sh ash iy u b ecame self- 
su fficien t in grain p ro du ctio n . 
Sin ce 1957 , th e v illage th at o n ce 
receiv ed 382,5 00 p o u n ds o f grain 
relief an n u ally b etween 1950- 
1956, n o w sells th e state mo re 
th an 6 16 .000 p o u n ds o f grain 
each y ear, o fficials say . 
To day each memb er o f th e 
Sh ash iy u p ro du ctio n b rigade re­ 
ceiv es a y early allo tmen t o f 4 4 6 
p o u n ds o f grain , n o t in clu din g 
wh at h e may gro w in h is p ri­ 
v ate p lo t. Officials also say th at 
b efo re th e lib eratio n , th e av er­ 
age an n u al wage o f a Sh ash iy u 
p easan t was 17 Yu an —ab o u t 
$7 .7 5 . To day , th e av erage an ­ 
n u al wage is 97 y u an , o r ab o u t 
$4 4 . 
In 
additio n th e p easan t 
may receiv e fro m 20-30 Yu an a 
y ear, b etween $9 an d $14 , fro m 
raisin g liv esto ck p riv ately . 
Th e v illage elder p ro u dly tells

No w we 
h av e mo re th an ten v arieties o f 
fru it,” h e said. 
Between 1957 an d 1964 Sh ash i­ 
y u su cceeded in tu rn in g all its 
slo p es in to terraced fields. Th e 
v illage's w ater p ro b lem h as al­ 
so b een so lv ed with th e in stalla­ 
tio n o f two electric wells. To day 
Sh ash iy u ’s p easan ts are co n ­ 
cen tratin g o n imp ro v in g th eir 
stan dard o f liv in g.

Funny Taste 


In Water 


Temporary7 


A peculiar taste in Marin 
Municipal Water District water 
in Southern Marin in recent 
weeks is both harmless and 
temporary, two district spokes­ 
men said today. 


The “ musty, mildewy” taste 
is caused by blue-green algae 
known as microcoleus which 
are growing on the sides of the 
district s Bon Tempe and Al­ 
pine reservoirs, according to 
Fred Piglowski, district asso­ 
ciate civil engineer. 
He said the district is trying 
to eliminate the algae* by treat­ 
ing the reservoirs with copper 
sulfate. The algae and unpleas­ 
ant flavor should be gone within 
a month, he added. 
But Piglowski warned that 
the decomposing algae killed by 
copper sulfate could “ make the 
taste worse before it gets bet­ 
ter.” 
Piglowski and J. Dietrich 
Stroeh, district manager of en­ 
gineering. stressed that the 
plants and the treatment will 
not make the water undrinka­ 
ble. 
Affected by the algae-fla- 
vored water are all district 
customers living south of Corte 
Madera Ridge in areas served 
by the two reservoirs.

For their investment, listen­ 
ers were told by one of four 
speakers, they would receive 
products and the right to re­ 
cruit other investors to work 
w ith them in a kind of business- 
within-a-business.

HONOLULU (UPI) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Japanese Pre­ 
mier Kakuei T anaka today 
nledged to work for harmony in 
the Pacific by searching for 
>oiutions to the problems of 
trade imbalance and China poli- 
cy. 
Nixon, upon arriving Wednes­ 
day night lor a two-day summit 
with Tanaka, said he hoped 
their talks would “ build a struc­ 
ture of pea'e in the Pacific.” 
The Japanese leader said he 
wanted the sessions to “ mark 
the beginning of a new' era of 
constant dialogue between our 
two countries.” 
Tanaka landed at Ilickam Air 
Force Base in a Japan Air 
Lines 707 and his reception was 
held in a hangar next to anoth­ 
er which had been bombed and 
strafed by Japanese planes on 
Dec. 7, 1941. 
The ceremony was held in the 
flag-bedecked hangar because 
the ground was wet from rain. 
Nixon had arrived three hours 
earlier and delivered his re­ 
marks while standing in a gen­ 
tle rain. 
Tanaka, making his first ven­ 
ture in summit diplomacy since 
assuming office July 5, told the 
500 persons gathered in the 
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Maloney stressed, however, 
that he relied entirely on the 
1966 case, Barber versus Blue.

They were somewhat less 
happy with the U.S. Embassy’s 
role in the affair and called a 
news conference in New York 
to speak of their displeasure 
“ The U.S. Embassy has been 
totally useless and negative."

“ I personally phoned them a

The problem began Sunday

BANGKOK (UPI) - Thai po­ 
lice Lt. Somchai Chaiyasuta as 
arrested today and charged 
with placing a gift wrapped 
bomb aboard a Cathay Pacific 
Airliner which exploded high 
over the Central Highlands of 
South Vietnam last June 15, 
killing the 81 persons aboard. 
Police said Somchai handed 
the package to his fiancee who 
was traveling with his 8-year- 
old daughter by a previous 
marriage and told her it was a 
valuable present for a friend in 
Hong Kong. He made sure she 
was sitting over the main wing 
span so there could be no 
chance of survival, police said. 
Somchai had taken out $55,000 
in insurance policies on his 
fiancee, Somwang Propim, 20, 
and his daughter, Sonthaya, for 
a previous flight 
ut that was 
canceled. Then he renewed the 
policies for the fatal flight and 
asked his fiancee to place the 
bomb under her seat. Somchai 
applied for payment of the in­ 
surance the week following the 
crash, but the insurance com­ 
panies which wrote the policies 
refused to honor the policies 
until an investigation was com­ 
pleted 
It was this factor that 
led to Somchai’s undoing, police 
said 
Police Maj. Gen 
Vichien 
Sangkaew, commissioner of the 
Crime Suppression Division, 
said Somchai was arrested at 
his home this afternoon, cli­ 
maxing an investigation of 
more than two months. The 
charge was premeditated mur­ 
der 
The 2iLyear-old Somchai was 
a pilot for the police force. 
Police said he had timed the 
bomb so it would explode over 
the South China Sea, thus mak­ 
ing it impossible to secure evi­ 
dence of the cause of the crash 
Instead, it occurred premature­ 
ly over South Vietnam 
Reports that he was under 
suspicion for the bombing had 
caused controversy here and 
prompted 
statements 
from 
ranking government officials 
that it was unthinkable that a 
Thai could commit such a hei­ 
nous enrne. 
Vichien said that the arrest 
had been ordered by the ruling 
National Executive Council 
(NEC), which comprises the 
government, after receiving the 


report of a special committee 
which had studied evidence 
submitted by the International 
Civil Aviation Organization 
(ICAO). 
The 
special 
com m ittee 
presented its report to the NEC 
about two weeks ago, but gov­ 
ernment officials said at the 
time that a final ruling as to the 
cause of the crash would be 
delayed until a report on it was 
received from the South Viet­ 
namese government. It was not 
known if that report had ar­ 
rived before Somchai’s arrest. 


According to information 
from aviation sources, testimo­ 
ny from witnesses testified tpat 
Somchai used his police uni­ 
form to get past security per­ 
sonnel and carry’ a package 
aboard the Convair 880 jetliner 
at Bangkok’s Don Muang air­ 
port after his fiance and daugh­ 
ter boarded the flight. 
These sources said that Som­ 
chai gave the package to his 
fiance and instructed her to

W o t e r Board W ill S tu d y Intertie

Over the objections of one 
director, the Marin Municipal 
Water District board yesterday 
accepted for study a consul­ 
tants' report on the proposed $-1 
million intertie to connect the 
district to the North Marin 
County Water District. 
Director Ronald T. Stafford 
dissented, saying he opposed 
the pipeline estimated to bring 
4.000-acre feet of water annual­ 
ly into the district from North 
Marin and the Sonoma County 
Water District. 
The Marin Municipal board 
believes the project is neces­ 


sary in order to bring the. dis­ 
trict's annual net safe yield of 
water up to current levels of 
consumption. At present, the 
district's watershed produces a 
safe yield of approximately 30.- 
000 acre feet year, while 
present consumption is about 
33,000 acre feet. 


“ We re deluding ourselves if 
we think this is only to get 
supplemental water." Stafford 
told the board. "This is an 


expensive pipeline which could 
be used to bring in water from 
the Russian River eventually. 
And I don't think the people of

ipal Water District yesterday 
tentatively approved a plan to 
increase flagging water sup­ 
plies in the Christmas Tree Hill 
area of Corte Madera. 
The board acted after several 
hill residents appeared at a 
previous meeting to complain 
there'was not a sufficient water 
flow' available to tight fires on 
the hill. 
A 90-foot stretch of two-inch- 
line along Summit Avenue will

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gov­ 
ernment investigators blame 
“ confusion" over flight instruc­ 
tions for a takeoff by a jetliner 
from San Francisco Interna­ 
tional Airport which ripped out 
runway lights, and rammed a 
steel beam into the passenger 
cabin. 


Two passengers were injured 
when the beam ripped into the 
cabin and 27 others were in­ 
jured while evacuating out of 
the plane. The incident oc­ 
curred Aug. 31, 1971. and in­ 
volved a Pan American 747 jet 
earn ing 218 persons. 
An error in calculating the 
takeoff speed needed to lift the 
giant jetliner off the runway 
was made due to “ confusion" in 
the flight information, transmit­ 
ted to the crew by the flight 
dispatcher and the airport con­ 
trol tower, the board said 
Wednesday. 


The plane, continued its take­ 
off when it struck the landing 
lights and remained airborne 
for one hour and 45 minutes 
assessing the damage to the 
landing gear and dumping fuel 
before it returned to the air­ 
port. 


The pilot landed safely, but 
the damage to the landing gear 
prevented normal evacuation of 
the passengers because of the 
tilt of the plane.

Another 
Unexplained 
IRA Slaying 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
<UPI)—Police today found the 
bullet riddled body of a man 
they said may be the latest in a 
series of unexplained slayings 


some of which are believed to 
have been carried out by a 
professional killer from Sweden 
hired by the Irish Republican 
Army. 
The string of slayings now 
total 53. none of which have any 
apparent political motivation, a 
police spokesman said. They 
have concentrated their search 
for a psychopath but today they 
began searching for a Swede 
thought to charge $144 for each 
soldier killed. 


The latest victim was found 
shot to death in' an alley near 
the university district. Police 
said his identity was not known 
immediately. 
A special police squad has 
ibeen put to work fulltime to try 
to solve the killings, police au­ 
thorities said earlier. 
Violence throughout the prov­ 
ince has claimed more than 500 
lives since the summer of 1969, 
when tension between militant 
Protestants and minority Ro- 


man Catholics erupted into 
riots and later involved the 
British armv and the outlawed 
IRA. 
More shootings and explo­ 
sions broke out around the six 
counties of British controlled 
Northern Ireland today. 
Belfast police said one man 
was wounded in the leg by shots 
fired from a passing car in the 
Protestant dominated Shankill 
District. British troops said 
they shot at a gunman spotted 


in a former “ no-go" area of 
Londonderry early today. 
Four explosions slightly dam­ 
aged a supermarket in London­ 
derry, and two small bombs of 
about 10 pounds each wrecked a 
pumping station at Sion Mills, 
18 miles from Londonderry, po­ 
lice and army spokesmen said. 
Part of the troubles in North­ 
ern Ireland stem from the gov­ 
ernment internment of suspect­ 
ed 
troublem akers. 
The 
International Red Cross said in 


a report today that conditions 
at one of the internment camps. 
Long Kesh, were good. 
The report of the Internation­ 
al Committee, which visited the 
camp in May, said the number 
of internees had dropped since 
then from 5 4 9 to 2 41. 
Word of a possible hired 
Swede came today from army 
sources commenting on the 
shooting of a British soldier, 
struck in the back on Wednes­ 
day.

Fischer Relaxed, Smiling As 
He Moves Closer To His Dream 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (UPI» 
—Chess genius Bobby Fischer 
is a win away from the world 
title he dreamed of for 20 years. 
The American challenger. 29, 
who started playing chess be­ 


fore his teens and dropped out 
of high school at 16 to devote all 
his time to it, got a draw in the 
20th game against Russian 
world champion Boris Spassky 
Wednesday and moved within 


one point of the magic figure— 
the 12.5 points necessary to win 
the title. 
Relaxed and smiling, Fischer 
called over referee Lothar 
Schmid 
after 
the 
Russian 


played his 54th move and of­ 
fered a draw. After a slight 
hesitation Spassky accepted 
and put out his hand for the 
traditional handshake. 
The 21st game begins at 1 
p.m. EDT today with Spassky- 
playing white and moving first. 
The 35-year-old Leningrad jour­ 
nalist must win at least three 
and draw the fourth of the 
remaining games to retain the 
title he won in 1969 and which 


has been in Russian hands for 
35 years. 
The 600 fans on hand for the 
20th game, which had been 
started Tuesday and adjourned 
in the 41st move until Wednes­ 
day, could hardly believe their 
eyes at the sight of the gay and 
smiling Fischer, a far cry from 
the tempermental and eternally 
protesting player of previous 
games. 
•'Yes it was very pleasant. ” 


said Schmid. “ Bobby asked me 
if I could point out the position 
for a repeated move because he 
could not remember. I had to 
get my own scoresheet as his 
was unreadable." 
After the challenger left the 
stage Spassky remained seated. 
Suddenly he picked up Fisch­ 
er’s king and started moving it 
round on the wooden squares, 
going through a number of posi­ 
tions.

Civil 
p ro test and violence rbse to a pitch never 
before seen in A m erica o r any other 
g r e a t r e p r e s e n t a t i v e d e m o c r a c y . L B J 
could not run for reelection. Vice P re s i­ 
dent H um phrey cam paigned under the 
continuing shadow of Vietnam and the 
riots of Chicago And even then he barely 
lost. for underneath the coalition w as still 
effective. 


RICHARD NIXON cam e to office on a 
strong p ro m ise to end the w ar, alm ost as 
Lyndon Johnson had in 1964. Instead it 
flam ed into Cam bodia, and civil d iso rd er 
yspread unbelievably. 
Then the w ar wound down, the d ra ft 
was 
changed, 
the protest m ovem ents 
receded, and the P residen t electrifiedthe 
country and the world by going to China 
and la te r to the Soviet Union. 
Parado xically , 
perhaps,

b reak with the Nixon and the Republican 
past turned into a g re at political trium ph. 
The new boldness, with som e elem ents 
m anifest in dom estic policy too. began to 
broaden President N ixon’s national a p ­ 
peal.

WINDOW ON THE WORLD 


The McGovern m ovem ent w as evident­ 
ly a minority foray, skillful and success­ 
ful up to the m om ent of choice of a TTce- 
presidential candidate.

Hub Councilmen Accompany 
Initiative Blast With Tax Hike 


A good offense is the best 
defense. 


W ith that in mind, the San 
Anselmo City Council used its 
final budget hearing Aug. 15 to 
fire the opening salvo in a fall 
offensive against the Watson 
Tax Initiative — three months 
before election. 


The initiative, which voters 
will confront on the November 
ballot, would limit property tax­ 
es to 1.75 per cent of market 
value; tax rates levied by coun­ 
ties. cities, and local school 
districts would be limited to $2 
each per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. and tax rates of all special 
districts in a county could be no 
higher than what total revenues 
would be produced from a 50- 
eent per $100 value rate on the 
total assessed value in that 
county. Among other things, a 
major portion of education 
costs would be shifted to the 
state.

Cancer Virus 
Is Isolated 
By Soviets 


WASHINGTON (CPIv-Soviet 
scientists may have been suc­ 
cessful in scoring a major 
breakthrough in cancer re­ 
search by isolating a human 
virus that causes leukemia in 
animals. American researchers 
said Wednesday. 


Dr. Boris Lapin, a Soviet who 
is visting cancer research facil­ 
ities in the I nited States, said 
his country is willing to ex­ 
change information of the find­ 
ings with American research­ 
ers, 


Leukemias are cancers of the 
blood-forming and lymphoid tis­ 
sues. About 38.000 new cases of 
alt types of leukemia are diag­ 
nosed each year, or 5-6 per cent 
of all cancer cases. 


Lapin, who was in this coun­ 
try for the first time since the 
joint May 23 scientific agree­ 
ment reached at the Moscow 
summit, joined with officials of 
the National Cancer Institute 
(NCI) in making the announce­ 
ment. 


Dr. Frank J. Rauscher Jr..

tor. said he is leaving next 
month for the Soviet Union for 
further cancer talks

he money in a cigar box in his 
back yard under an avocado 
Tee 
A week later, at midnight. 
Frank Sinatra and Efrem Zim- 
Dalist Jr. dig up the box and fly 
it to Palm Springs, where it is 
urned over to a caddy on the 
‘ighth hole of the Thunderbird 
golf course. 


THE CASH is then converted 
into diamonds, 
which 
are 
placed in the false bottom of a 
suitcase, taken by Sammy Da­ 
vis Jr. to New Orleans and 
placed in an old grandfather 
clock on the plantation of a 
Democrat for Nixon. 
Two weeks later the dia­ 
monds are removed from their 
hiding place and converted into 
soybean futures. The soybean 
futures are then sold for FIT 
bonds at 8 per cent. These 
bonds are taken by Greyhound 
bus to El Paso, where they are 
placed in a waterproof packet 
and turned over to a frogman, 
who swims the Rio Grande with 
them on his back.

Reagan, Appointee 
In Land Tax Dispute 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -State 
Agriculture Director C. Brunei 
Christensen has disagreed with 
his boss, Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
and endorsed the Watson Initia­ 
tive to limit property taxes as 
“ beneficial” to farmers. 
An aide to Reagan promptly- 
attempted to mute the differ- 
ences between the Republican 
chief executive and his recent 
appointee. 
Reagan has repeatedly con­ 
demned the proposal, warning 
it would “ exact a great penalty- 
on the people” and create “ a 
certain amount of chaos fiscal­ 
ly.” 
Christensen is the only to- 
pranking Reagan Administra­ 
tion official to favor the mea­ 
sure, Prop. 14 on the Nov. 7 
ballot. 


Gray emphasized that Chris­ 
tensen’s statement was “ per­ 
sonal” and did not reflect the 
position of the administration. 


“ He also told me.” Gray said, 


“ that he can understand very- 
well why the governor has such 
deep concerns ... in that the 
governor has to look at the 
impact on the entire state and 
not just the relatively limited 
agricultural sector.” 


Gray then suggested to a 
newsman that he telephone 
Christensen for further com­ 


ment. 
When Christensen was called 


again, he said Gray “ thinks we 
should temper it (the endorse­ 
ment), saying I lean to it in­ 
stead of favoring it.” 


Christensen, who owns 164.000 


acres in Modoc County, first 
said he supported Prop. 14 in a 
speech in Fresno. He elaborat­ 
ed on the reasons during the 


interview. 
“ Landowners are carrying 


greater burden and this sfioul 
be shifted to a more equitabl 
tax like the sales tax,” he sail 
in the speech. “ I think this i 
the best alternative we have.” 
He suggested later that in 


come taxes could also be raise< 
to fill the income gap whicl 
would be created by passage o 
the Watson measure.

Liddy was named in a report 
by the General Accounting Of­ 
fice last Saturday as one of the 
figures in financial transactions 
in which checks totalling $114,- 
000 in GOP campaign funds 
wound up in the bank account 
of Bernard L. Barker. 
Barker, a Miami real estate 
broker, was arrested in the 
June 17 break-in at the Demo­ 
cratic committee headquarters.

man, in an interview with Ethe- 
lyn Rhett, was told that Bob 
Cummings Inc. was new and 
growing and that this was the 
time to get in ‘‘not at the 
ground floor, but at the base­ 
m ent.” And she said the way to 
make money was to build your 
own organization, recruit oth­ 
ers. 
Then the Marin man asked 
some questions. 
Could he have a company 
financial statement? 
Sorry, the firm ’s too young. 
Could he have a statem ent of 
average earnings of distribu­ 
tors? 
Identical answer. 
According to the Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau, Bob Cummings 
Inc. reported it was incorporat­ 
ed in August 1971 and estab­ 
lished operations in San Rafael 
in February. 
The advertisement which sent 
the Marin resident to San Fran­ 
cisco is typical of many run by 
firms and their distributors in 
the Patrick empire. 
They’re 
called “ bait and switch” ads by 
BBB and law enforcement offi­ 
cials, since nothing is said of 
the required investment until 
the opportunity meeting. 
A similar ad caught the eye 
of Gary Herren, a 30-year-old 
store checker from Danville, 
late in 1970. He phoned and 
soon was meeting with Robert 
Banks, then president of Alex­ 
ander Taylor Inc., clothing arm 
of the Patrick conglomerate. 
Banks, later fired but who at 
last word was working as a 
Holiday Magic distributor, per­ 
suaded Herren to invest $2.600 
in a m aster distributorship in 
Alexander Taylor (called con­ 
sultant in that firm). 
Herren said he withdrew the 
family savings account of $1,000 
and borrowed $1,600 from Bank 
of America — a loan arranged 
by Banks — to pay the fee. 
“ He said training would be 
provided and that he would 
recruit a person for me in Los 
Angeles to help me out,” Her­ 
ren told the Independent-Jour- 
nal. M eantim e, H erren said 
Banks told him, he was to bring 
to Banks’s office any prospec­ 
tive investors. 
“ He said to recruit anybody, 
just get them in here,” Herren 
recalled. “ He said to forget 
about the sales part and build 
up an organization first. He 
said that was more im portant.” 
But Herren, lacking sales ex­ 
perience, was hoping to be 
trained. Weeks passed. He said 
he repeatedly asked company 
representatives about training 
but “got the run-around.” 
Soon he received a letter say­ 
ing instruction was available 
for $200. Herren went to an 
attorney, who notified the state 
attorney general's office. 
Herren, who had held onto his 
other job, said his hope in 
investing was to “ recruit some 
friends who were down on their 
luck.” 


While he attempts through his 
attorney to get his money hack, 
Herren is still paying off the 
$1,600 loan at $79 a month. 


Told of Herren’s story, Pat­ 
rick indicated surprise since he 
said training was readily of­ 
fered to any new investor who 
seeks it. Moreover, his compa­ 
nies have fired “a long list of” 
people who have misrepresent­ 
ed the program, Patrick said. 


Like all businesses, he added, 
“we re not as clean as the 
d r i v e n 
s h e e t s 
o f 
snow.” 
Herren’s account is attached 
to a suit the attorney general’s 
office has filed against Alexan­ 
der Taylor Inc., as is the story 
of Jack Wegener, a 4&-year-old 
real estate salesman from San­ 
ta Rnca 


Wegener, recruited through 
an opportunity meeting held at 
the El Rancho Tropicana in the 
spring of 1971, told the I-J he 
was enthusiastic about the busi­ 
ness at first. And he made 
about $3,500 for the first several 
months by recruiting others, 
including his son-in-law, into 
Alexander Taylor. “Boy, this 
looked like Utopia," he said. 
Wegener said 
he needed 
clothing to recruit others, be­ 
cause the company was slow in 
delivering it or couldn’t deliver 
it at all 
He did seU some merchandise 
from a catalogue, but it didn’t 
fit the customers when deliv­ 
ered, he said. Wegener also 
claimed the clothes were of 
poor quality and substantiaUy 
overpriced. 
His repeated pleas for deliv­ 
ery finally paid off when 1,000 
ties arrived They’re still in his 
basement. He said he’s trying 
to sell them at flea markets. 
In San Diego, Larry Super- 
neau gave up his job, joined 
Sta-Power with $3,000 in bor­ 
rowed money and. try as he 
m ight, he said, he couldn't 
make a go of distributing the 
firm ’s engine additives for var­ 
ious reasons, none his fault. 
He invested m ore money, 
then more, he told the attorney 
general’s office in a sworn dec­ 
laration. “When I finally told 
them I couldn't raise any more, 
the answer was, ‘How about 
selling your house?’ I believe 
there are several people who 
have done just this.” 
To Russell Wiley of El Cajon, 
another investor who claims to 
have been misled, the recrui­ 
te rs 
“ seem ed 
d o w n rig h t 
church-like and honest.” 
Also in a sworn statement, he 
told the attorney general’s of­ 
fice that Sta-Power representa­ 
tives encouraged him “ to buy 
expensive clothing and carry 
$KX) bills in money clips’’ to 
give the appearance of prosper­ 
ity- 
One who did make it — and 
big — is Alfred W. Pangerl, 
formerly a successful car sales­ 
man in New York. A Holiday 
Magic brochure describes him 
as a “ cracker-jack sales pro 


who has walked away with just 
about every prize ever offered 
by Holiday Magic.” 


The story is told of the time 
Pangerl was forced to refuse a 
car prize because his driveway 
already was “filled with Cadil­ 
lacs and Lincolns." 


Pangerl, 39, is now senior 
vice president of the cosmetics 
company. He has made most of 
his money by recruiting, and 
had up to 30 people selling for 
him in the first month after he 
joined the company. 
Holiday Magic has been good 
to Pangerl, he told the I-J. 
Although he has risen through 
the ranks in large part by his 
ability to draw others into the 
company, Pangerl believes the 
“only lasting quality is to sell 
the merchandise.” 
"This is not a get-rich-quick 
scheme," he said. “People will­ 
ing to work hard for it will get 
success.”

The Changing P-TA 
Takes Activist Role

NEW YORK — The Parent- 
Teacher Association isn't what 
it used to be. And some people, 
inside and outside the organiza­ 
tion, are happy about it. 
Local p a re n ts-a n d -te a c h e rs 
asso ciatio n s ac ro ss the U.S. 
have been known traditionally 
as bake-sale and moral-support 
groups for th e ir hom etow n 
schools. Activism hasn’t been 
part of their image — until 
recently. 
The organization has begun to 
flex its muscles. Perhaps the 
most significant stand taken at 
th e P-TA an n u al convention 
h e re in M ay w as a bylaw 
change that expunged a direc­ 
tive not. to interfere in schools. 
Delegates also voted their ap­ 
proval of busing to achieve 
quality education 
“ Our new philosophy seems 
to be. ‘If it affects the life of the 
child, it s P-TA b u sin e ss,’ ” 
said Elizabeth Mallory, nation­ 
al president of the organization. 
“ I think P-TA members are 
beginning to see that what they 
need to be is a force working 
for the chilren rather than a 
fund-raising auxiliary.” 
But Mrs. Mallory does not 
consider this a radical change. 
The P-TA has always been in­ 
volved in action, she contended 
in her quiet, firm fashion. The 
difference is that change is now’ 
going more in that direction. 


SH E VIEW S this as “ r e ­ 
sponse to a c u rre n t need. 
Things move more quickly, so 
we need to act more. We are 
probably less afraid to take 
stands on public issues.” 
Failure to shape a more ag­ 
gressive role for itself has cost 
the P-TA some members. Its 
ranks nationwide are thinner by 
a reported three million since 
1963. Yet the present 8.5 million 
m em bers in 40,000 local units 
across the country represent 
considerable strength if mobi­ 
lized behind key issues. 
Such mobilization isn't likely 
to occur soon. Members, north 
and south, are not united on 
specific goals. Change is likely 
to come more gradually, with 
increased involvement the com­ 
mon denominator. 
Referring to the busing ques­ 
tion. Mrs. Mallory said. “ We 
are more concerned about what 
happens at the end of the bus 
ride. There is nothing magical 
about a bus ride. We a r e con­ 
cerned about the quality of the 
education.” 
Areas in which the P-TA is 
taking action include a cam ­ 
paign to persuade children not 
to smoke, or “ m ake theirs a 
sm okeless g e n e ra tio n .” More 
than eight million brochures 
have already gone out. 
P-TA also has a program 
called “ Judicial Concern for 
Children in Trouble.” Working 
with the N atio n al Ju v e n ile 
Court Foundation, the P-TA is

training volunteers to provide 
each child in trouble with more 
individual attention. 


THIS COULD mean tutoring 
or remedial training or simply 
lending “ a helping hand in a 
one-to-one relationship.” 
The theme of this year’s P- 
TA convention was “ Values for 
Responsible Freedom .” 


Mrs. Mallory explained that 
she chose the theme “ because 
we live in a time when people 
are making a fetish of free­ 
dom .“ She wants to “ clarify the 
d iffe ren ce betw een freedom 
and license and the confusion of 
u n lim ite d f r e e d o m , w h ich 
would end in u tte r c h a o s .” 
Strong words, gently spoken. 


She referred with enthusiasm 
to the P-TA’s year-old decision 
to add five young persons to its 
b oard of m a n a g e rs. At the 
time, this move was considered 
by many as a particularly bold 
step toward bridging the gener­ 
ation gap. 


Mrs. Mallory described the 
appointees as people “ with a 
strong sense of responsibility.” 
Their presence has not drawn 
the P-TA into any new areas of 
action, but Mrs. Mallory be­

brought depth to many areas 
such as ecology. 


“ The only problem 
was a 
tendency on our part to cluck 
over them a little,” she added 
with a smile. 


Mrs. Mallory, the widow’ of a 
physician, has been active in P-

hometown of Endicott, N.Y. She 
held a num ber of offices on the 
New York State P-TA before 
becoming president of the na­ 
tional organization last year.

Dr. 
Robert B. Binswanger, 
director of the Experimental 
Schools Program in the Nation­ 
al Institute of Education, has 
some sound advice for parents 
and students about choosing a 
newschool su p erin ten d e n t or 
college president. 


A great many colleges and 
universities and a growing 
number of school systems are 
including parents and students 
on selection committees when a 
new president or superintend­ 
ent is being sought. Dr. Bin­ 
sw an g er, long a student of 
school administration, has con­ 
cluded that it is important not 
only that parents and students 
join teachers, trustees, and oth­ 
er school a d m in istra to rs in 
choosing a new chief executive, 
but that the process be radical­ 
ly changed. 
The usual method is for the 
committee to make the selec­ 
tion; 
the co n tract 
is then 
worked out. and the new super­ 
intendent or president takes of­ 
fice the day the old one leaves. 
According to Dr. Binswanger 


this is a missed opportunity. 
His plan is to have a consi­ 
derable period — at least six 
months — in which the new 
chief execu tive has already 
been chosen and hired but be­ 
fore he must take on adminis­ 
trative duties. 
TAKE NEWARK, N .J.,as an 
example The superintendent of 
schools has been named “ act­ 
in g ” su p erin ten d e n t for the 
1972-73 school year. The acting 
superintendent is not a candi­ 
date for the superintendency. It 
is Dr. Binswanger’s suggestion 
that the Newark complete its 
search and make the appoint­ 
ment of the new superintnedent 
on or before Jan. 1, 1973. 
T h e new s u p e r in t e n d e n t 
would not be asked to adminis­ 
ter the school system in any 
way. Instead, he would be ex­ 
pected to use the six months for 
planning, for listening, for get­ 
ting to know key personnel, for 
meeting with the school board, 
for visiting the schools, attend­ 
ing community meetings and so 
forth. 
In this way, the new superin­ 
tendent (or college president) 
would he able to make sugges­ 
tions without threatening any-

If you want to try this system 
next time your college or school 
system has a vacancy at the 
top, you parents and students 
are probably going to have to 
insist on this different kind of 
schedule.

Uniform Procedures 
For Prisons Urged 


WASHINGTON (UPD - A 
group of prison administrators 
urged state and federal prisons 
yesterday to adopt uniform pro­ 
cedures affecting prisoner visit­ 
ing and mail privileges and to 
give prisoners access to the 
news media. 
The recommendations, by the 
Association of State Correction­ 
al A dm inistrators, 
will be 
presented to a November meet­ 
ing of the nation’s top correc­ 
tional administrators from 48 
states, the District of Columbia, 
New York City. Chicago and 
Philadelphia. Wyoming and 
Mississippi do not belong to the 
organization. 
William D. Leeke. director of 
the South Carolina Corrections 
D epartm ent and immediate 
past president of the associa­ 
tion. said recommendations in­ 
clude: 
-Representatives of the news 
media should be permitted ac­ 
cess to institutions to the maxi­ 
mum extent possible, inmates 
should be perm itted corre­ 
spondence with the news me­ 
dia, inmates should be allowed 
to submit manuscripts to pub­ 
lishers. inmates should be per­ 
mitted to appear on television, 
with written permission from 
the inmate himself. 
-It should be the responsibili­ 
ty of the prison administrator 
to see that racial discrimination 
does not occur. 
Bennett Cooper, black com­ 
missioner of the Ohio Division 
of Corrections and vice presi­ 
dent of the group, said “ visita­ 
tion and other procedures such 
as mail will not cause imple- 


mentation difficulties but racial 
and roommate assignments will 
be a problem" in crowded pris­ 
ons. 


-Inmates should be permitted 
to send sealed letters to a 
specified 
number of persons 
and organizations. In some 
states, prisoners are limited to 
one letter a week or less to the 
outside. 
-When a prison rule is violat­ 
ed. corrective action should be* 
prompt and fair. 
Peter B. Bcnsinger. Illinois 
corrections chief and newly 
elected president of the admin­ 
istrators, said the recommenda­ 
tions were designed to correct a 
lack of coordination among 
state prison systems, 
“ We also are trying to cor­ 
rect a situation where the walls 
that keep prisoners in also have 
kept the public, and most espe­ 
cially the press, out,” he said.

In addition to flu* attack bv 51 


rockets against Bien Hoa, the 
Communists hit a small airport

of Saigon, killing one soldier 
and one civilian. 


They also blew up a culvert,

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Redevelopment Flan Is Approved 


A prelim inary redevelopm ent 
plan that is expected to pave 
the way for a huge shopping 
center was approved last night 
by the Corte M adera Planning 
Commission, but not without a 
hitch. 
At the urging of Com mission­ 
e r David I. Freed, the com m is­ 
sion recom m ended a study by 
town planning consultants to­ 
w ard possible expansion of the 
proposed redevelopm ent area. 
F reed earlier had moved that 
several surrounding areas be 
included in the tentative pro­ 
posals, but his motion died for 
lack of a second. 
As unveiled last night and 
ultim ately approved, the rede­ 


velopm ent area includes a 78- 
acre parcel flanking eastbound 
Highway 101 on which develop­ 
er E rnest W. Hahn proposes' 
developm ent of a $35 million 
regional shopping center, plus 
property to the south, across 
T am alpais Drive, and land to 
northw est, west of Nellen Ave­ 
nue. 
The latter two parcels would 
be involved in road expansion 
work concom itant to the shop­ 
ping center developm ent. 
But the prelim inary redevel­ 
opm ent 
a re a , 
d istin g u ish e d 
from federal urban redevelop­ 
m ent, also includes the m assive 
Muzzi property to the east of 
the shopping center site. Town 


Mgr. Ronald E. B artels said the 
project's bond consultant be­ 
lieved it illogical not to include 
the land, since it m et redevel­ 
opment criteria as ‘‘blighted,” 
su b je c t to flooding and as 
“ s ta g n a n t” and “ u n p ro d u c­ 
tive.” 
The Corte M adera redevelop­ 
m ent plan, based on a 1960 
state law. will enable financing 
through bonds of public im ­ 
p ro v em en ts such as s tre e ts , 
lighting and sew ers to serve the 
shopping center, intim ately, as­ 
sessed valuation in the targ et 
area will be frozen, with taxes 
from 
any property im prove­ 
m ents within the region going 
to the redevelopm ent agency — 


in Corte M adera's case, the 
town council — for bond re­ 
dem ption. 
T ax in g ag e n cies n o rm ally 
benefitting from the im prove­ 
m ents — school and special 
districts, as well as the city’s 
own general fund — won’t bene­ 
fit from the property im prove­ 
m ents until the public im prove­ 
m ent debt is retired. 
Freed w as dissatisfied with 
the boundaries as proposed by 
B artels, C rban Projects Inc., 
the tow n’s redevelopm ent con­ 
sultants, and Richard S. Sallad- 
in, 
bond c o n su lta n t in the 
project. Citing common drain­ 
age w atershed with the prelim i­ 
n a ry 
red e v elo p m e n t 
a re a s , 
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/C orte Madera Redevelopment 
Project Area 1 
Preliminary Plan Map 
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TENTATIVE BOUNDARY — With the 
planned regional shopping center site (A) at 
the heart of the proposal, Corte Madera's 
preliminary redevelopment area takes in a 
large part of the town’s west side. As 


approved by the town planning commission 
last night, the region also would include the 
Muzzi property (B), and fringe lands mainly 
for road expansion (Cl and C2 >.

Freed said areas around Lucky 
R oad, H igh C anal and S an 
Clem ente Creek should be in­ 
cluded. 
He also supported addition of 
the Corte M adera C enter and 
the H eerdt and Holtzinger lands 
north of the Muzzi property. 
Corte M adera C enter is expect­ 
ed to be hard hit by he new 
shopping complex across the 
street, losing one and possibly 
more stores. 


But B artels said Salladin w as 
unconvinced of the necessity of' 
adding m ore areas, noting the 
consultant was responsible for 
ce rtify in g th e u tlim a te bond 
package. Besides, he said, a 
new state law enables expan­ 
sion of a redevelopm ent area — 
even to non-contiguous proper­ 
tie s — usin g ta x 
rev e n u e 
gleaned from public im prove­ 
m ents in the original redevelop­ 
m ent area. 


“ That seem s like F antasia, 
really,” said Com m issioner C. 
William Thom as, ogling the es- 
pansion prospects. 


B artels told the com m ission 
that negotiations with the state 
Division of Highways were un­ 
der way on expansion of High­ 
way 101 interchanges at Tam al- 
pais and Lucky drives. 


B artels generally dism issed 
opposition by the City of Lark­ 
spur to the Lucky Drive work, 
saying he viewed the construc­ 
tion as necessary to serve the 
planned shopping center’s traff­ 
ic needs. 


The redevelopm ent schem e, 
including a basic feeder road 
system and environm ental con­ 
siderations, now goes to the city 
council.

Balloonist's Publicity Ploy 
Doesn't Get Off The Ground

I/Tok. . .up in the s k y . 
I t’s a bird. 
I t’s a thing. 
No, it's Brent Stockwell of 
Daly City who, disguised as a 
hot-air balloonist, fights a never 
ending battle for. . .publicity. 
Stockwell attracted a horde of 
ch ild re n , p h o to g ra p h e rs and 
new sm en yesterday when he 
unpacked his huge red 
and 
black balloon at the Straw berry 
recreation ballfield. The 30-ish 
p ro fe s s io n a l b a llo o n is t h a d 
turned 
up as a promotional 
gim m ick for an event farth er 
irom M arin than he has ever 
flown in his balloon. 
U n fo rtu n ately , d e s p ite the 
d ram atic flourish which herald­ 
ed Stockwell’s arrival, the bal­ 
loon flight was as m inor an 
a e ria l 
ev en t 
a s e v e r w as 
staged. 
B uffeted by u n p re d ic ta b le 
w inds and te th e re d to the 


ground by a red um bilical cord, 
the huge air bag did not ascend 
in m ajestic, awe inspiring fash­ 
ion. Instead, it teetered, rocked 
and dipped like a m assive pin; 
pong ball on a freshet of air and 
never m ore than 60 feet aloft. 


Through it all, the rugged- 
Iooking Stockwell, his 
brown 
hair speckled by sunlight, pro­ 
fessed a love for plying the 
skies in his replica of m a n ’s 
first airborne craft. 


‘ I enjoy the quiet beauty of 
the skies when you’re in a 
balloon,” he gushed. “ You can’t 
even be alone on San Francisco 
Bay anym ore, but in a balloon 
you're all alone.” 


Stockwell’s balloon holds 30,- 
000 cubic feet of hot air heated 
by a propane burner fastened 
beneath the mouth of the bag 
and inches above his head. 
While his steering ability is 
lim ited 
“ it's very rare we 


can ever get back to w here we 


sta rte d ” 
he said the balloon’s 
altitude can be regulated within 
three feet. 


A while ago, he m ade his 
longest uninterrupted flight 
a 
32 mile journey from T racy to 
Brentwood and back. 


Stockwell, who took to float­ 
ing about in a balloon after 
racing cars and m otorcycles, 
was disappointed with yester­ 
day s perform ance but had an 
explanation. 


“ Trying to fly a balloon teth­ 
ered to the ground is like trying 
to walk with one shoe nailed to 
the floor,” he said. 


As one m ight expect, the bal­ 
loon enthusiast claim ed th ere’s 
a grand future in balloons. As 
he did so . a petite blonde public 
relations woman scurried about 
distributing fact sheets about 
the distant event.

MOUNTAIN MOVED 
A Fable Becomes Reality 


By SAM JAFFE 
SASHIYU, China (XJPI) _ in 
China there is an ancient and 
famous fable about “a foolish 
old man” whose undying faith 
moved mountains. That fable 
became a reality for the peas­ 
ants of Shashiyu village— they 
proved that mountains can be 
moved. 


Shashiyu village in north 
China is more than 100 years 
old. It lies nestled among the 
rocky Yenshan mountain range 
in Hopei province, about 137 
miles northeast of Peking. Sha- 
shiytTs first settlers were peas­ 
ants trying to escape the op­ 
pression of old China’s landlord 
class, according to village eld­ 
ers. 


They felt the barren moun­ 
tainous area would be as safe a 
place as any. “There was no 
water here then,’’ said an old 
peasant born in the village. 
“People had to walk nearly 
four miles to fetch water. There 
was no earth for planting, only 
red clay and solid rock here.” 


The Shashiyu peasants had a 
song that went, “ Earth is as 
precious as pearls and water as 
precious as oil,” he recalled. 
But it wasn’t long before a 
landlord discovered the peas­ 
ants and forced them to become 
his tenants. 
Work 
was so 
scarce, the village elder remin­ 
isced. that of the 78 village 
families, “67 families had to 


find work elsewhere. Thirteen 
of thosefamilies were forced to 
beg the entire year to stay 
alive. Twenty-one families had 
to beg six months of the year to 
make ends meet.” 
Chinese Communist forces oc­ 
cupied Shashiyu in 1947, and a 
land reform program was im­ 
mediately instituted. The first 
task was to bring water to the 
depressed village. The peas­ 
ants, now members of the Sha­ 
shiyu production brigade, suc­ 
ceeded in carving out a 95- 
footwell only to find more rock. 
The project was finally aban­ 
doned as too costly. “Armed 
with Chairman Mao Tse-tung's 
teachings that we must become 
self-reliant, and the spirit of the 
foolish old man. we decided 
that if we couldn’t get water 
from the ground, we could get 
it from the sky,” the villager 
said. 
A new pond was dug capable 
of holding a six month supply of 
rain water. Together with the 
water being imported from the 
outside, the villagers began 
raising some crops 
But the 
arduous task of transforming 
rock and clay into fertile fields 
still lay ahead. 
“The young people showed us 
the way. During the day, in 
addition to their other tasks, 
they removed the rocks. We 
used them to terrace the moun­ 
tains. For ninety straight nights 
the young people helped re­ 


claim the land by carrying 
earth to fill in the terraces we 
built,” the elder said proudly. 
Men, women and even chil­ 
dren carried earth and water to 
Shashiyu. “One hundred villag­ 
ers worked for ten days to 
reclaim a sixth of an acre of 
land. The next month we re­ 
claimed nearly four acres,” he 
said. 
After three years of back­ 
breaking work the goal of the 
Shashiyu production brigade— 
“to turn mountains into fields 
and produce grain from rocks” 
—was finally accomplished. 
In 1956 Shashiyu became self- 
sufficient in grain production. 
Since 1957, the village that once 
received 382,500 pounds of grain 
relief annually between 1950- 
1956, now sells the state more 
than 616,000 pounds of grain 
each year, officials say. 
Today each member of the 
Shashiyu production brigade re­ 
ceives a yearly allotment of 446 
pounds of grain, not including 
what he may grow- in his pri­ 
vate plot. Officials also say that 
before the liberation, the aver­ 
age annual wage of a Shashiyu 
peasant was 17 Yuan —about 
$7.75. Today, the average an­ 
nual wage is 97 yuan, or about 
$44. 
In addition the peasant 
may receive from 20-30 Yuan a 
year, between $9 and $14, from 
raising livestock privately. 
The village elder proudly tells 
the American visitor, one of the 


first foreigners permitted to 
visit the area, that Shashiyu 
has built up a public reserve 
fund of $91,000. In addition to 
Shashiyu’s grain crop, the vil­ 
lage has nearly 67 acres of fruit 
trees. “Before the liberation we 
could only grow dates. Now we 
have more than ten varieties of 
fruit,” he said. 
Between 1957 and 1964 Shashi­ 
yu succeeded in turning all its 
slopes into terraced fields. The 
village’s water problem has al­ 
so been solved with the installa­ 
tion of two electric wells. Today 
Shashiyu’s peasants are con­ 
centrating on improving their 
standard of living. The mud 
and straw huts that existed 
before the liberation have near­ 
ly all been replaced by small 
stone houses. A typical new 
house consists of three to four 
rooms. The village elder asks 
that the American people be 
told that most of Shashiyu’s 130 
families have sewing machines 
and radios. “And we have 113 
bicycles now too.” he beams. 
A visitor to Shashiyu is im­ 
pressed with the progress the 
village has made. Row- after 
row of cultivated terraces 
carved out of the rugged sur­ 
rounding mountains stand as a 
monument to the fable of the 
foolish old man. 
A recently 
built road now links the former­ 
ly isolated village with Tsun- 
liua, the county seat, 30 miles 
away.

The condition is most 
irritating when the stools are 
hard and dehydrated. 
An enema or suppository may 
be helpful in these circum ­ 
stances. It is, however, unwise 
to do this regularly. Better re­ 
sults are obtained by drinking 
more liquids and eating more 
roughage, such as cereals, 
fruits, and vegetables. 
There are dozens of different 
laxatives that empty the bowel 
by irritating or stimulating the 
intestinal walls. We also have 
bulk producers, stool softeners, 
and lubricants, such as mineral 
oil One of the latest is Laxsil, a 
combination of simethicone and 
magnesium hydroxide. The si­ 
methicone helps release the en­ 
trapped intestinal gases; the 
magnesium acts as a mild laxa­ 
tive. Dulcolax also is good

The first hole is as important as the lsth. so don’t do nothin’ 
rash. Taking off at a dead run on the first hole is like proposing on 
your first date. You’re moving too fast. 
You see guys loping to the first tee and their jaw muscles are 
dancing. They’re already thinking about hitting that first drive 300 
yards. The tendons in their forearms look like ropes, and they re 
holding the club so tight their knuckles are white. 
Cool it! Concentrate on a 220-yard drive, or 20o. as the case ma> 
he. without tying yourself in knots. You stand a better chance of 
hitting the ball square It takes a little sweat and motion before 
your muscles and rhythm start working together You can’t rush 
’em. 
A deliberate swing is best for the first couple of holes You can 
bear down and play more aggressively after you limber up 
Meanwhile you’ll be observing things about the course 
how 
high the grass is. wind direction, etc 
that will help you in later 
holes. 
Don’t press Punch a 5-iron instead of taking a full cut with a 7 
iron on that first hole. Take it easy at the start and you'll finish 
stronger.

There is evidence that Ameri­ 
cans today are increasingly 
aware of the importance of 
having a will. 
It is also apparent that this is 
true of young people as well as 
their parents. More wills are 
being filed, and fewer estates, 
even those of young people, are 
coming to the probate courts 
without a will to govern distri­ 
bution of the assests. 
For one thing, people have 
become better informed in re­ 
cent years. A great deal has 
been written on the importance 
of will-making Then, too,more 
people own property today and 
become owners at an earlier 
age than was the case 10 years 
ago. They have an estate and a 
family to make provision for. 
A recent letter to Dollars and 
Sense from a reader in Wash­ 
ington, D.C., cites a difficult 
experience in handling the af­ 
fairs of “ a deceased friend who 
left only a drafted will with no 
indication of who her nearest of 
kin were.” 
The writer asked for guide­ 
lines on the making of a will, on 
lawyers’ fees for drawing a 
will, and what is required to 
make a will legal 
The advice of all authorities 
contacted with respect to will- 
making is, “ Don’t try to make 
it yourself " A legal error or 
ambiguity could necessitate a 
lawyer's assistance and cost 
more in the end than would be 
saved in a do-it-yourself will. 
The fee for a simple, uncom­ 
plicated will is by no means 
prohibitive In general, the le­ 
gal fee would probably be be­ 
tween $25 and $50. For a hus­ 
band and wile making separate 
wills, the fee for both might 
range from $30 to $50. 
Of course, if you have a large 
estate calling for the establish­ 
ment of trusts and other special 
requirements, the lawyer's fee 
could amount to $500 or more 
But most wills are simple to 
draw and well worth the moder­ 
ate fee involved 
Ask about the fee in advance 
If you feel it is too high, go 
elsewhere. .After you make an 
appointment with the lawyer, 
assemble all the information he 
will need to carry out your 
wishes. This should include the 
names and addresses of rela­ 
tives or others to be mentioned 
in your will and the sums of 
money, or property, or personal 
possessions you wish allotted to 
them 
You can shorten and simplify 
your will by making your own 
list of personal possessions and 
the names of those to whom 
they are to be distributed by 


your executor. Direct the law­ 
yer to note in your will that 
such a list exists. Keep it with 
your will. 
Perhaps the most important 
decision in connection with the 
making of your will is the 
selection of an executor. It can 
be a relative, a friend, or a 
lawyer. The executor receives a 
commission for his services. 
The fee and commission are 
set by the state and based on 
the value of your estate. The 
rate is set by state law and 
varies from state to state. 
The administration of an es­ 
tate is no small task. An execu­ 
tor often finds it necessarv to 


call on a lawyer for legal assist­ 
ance. In fact, some persons in 
making a will name a lawyer 
as co-executor. 
Your will must be signed in 
the presence of witnesses who 
must sign in your presence. The 
lawyer may call on members of 
his staff for the purpose Or you 
may bring your own witnesses. 
If you do, they should not be 
any person mentioned in your 
will or personally interested in 
its contents. 
Now that the will has been 
drawn, signed, and witnessed, 
what will you do with it?

He said the new approach 
would “ reverse the downward 
trend in giving'’ experienced in 
recent years. Last year, the 
crusade raised $15,095,158 com­ 
pared to $ 17.088,000 in 1970. This 


ye a r's goal is $17 million. 
Bolling said the crusade sup­ 
ports more than 200 agencies in 
the 
B a y Area and that the 


organization is hard-pressed for 
money. “ In the Bay Area we 
get less money than we do in 
other communities with low-er 
income levels,” he said. “ We 
take the pittance we get and do 
the best we can.”
